computing the lives that have been spared by 
prudence on the highways. Such figures are 
elusive. 
But it must be faced that the safety 


programs as they exist much search out and 
treat with new areas from which accidents 
spring. 
They must reach a greater number of 


car drivers and impress them more of their 
personal stake. 


Meantime, it would be well for all to reflect 


on the 92 fatalities that have visited Nebraskans 
thus far and upon a job of safety which cannot 
yet be described as well done. 
That task will 


never be satisfactorily in hand until the all that 
happens on the highways can be classed as un- 
preventable. 
Whatever that figure may be it 


is certain that it is far below present levels.

Star: The inference in the recent 
letter that existing Lincoln hos- 
pitals were not "non-profit." were 
making money for the chosen few. 
and were afraid to disclose their 
costs and operational 
data 
was 


both unfair and untrue — and the 
writer must have known this be- 
cause he lacked the intestinal for- 
titude to identify his name with 
this charge. 


A non-profit hospital means ex- 


actly that. Any deviation would be 
a criminal violation of both state 
and federal statutes. All hospitals 
file information with state and fed- 
eral authorities so that any such 
abuse may be policed. The follow- 
ing information on complete fiscal 
data or parts thereof is now re- 
ported, published, and filed as fol- 
lows: 


1. Federal: Collector of Internal 


Revenue at Omaha as to tax-ex- 
empt, non-profit status: also De- 
partment of Medicine and Surgery, 
Veterans Administration in Wash- 
ington. D. C.; and Office of Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation, Federal Se- 
curity Administration, at the State- 
house. 


2. State: Board of Control with 


both Crippled Children's Bureau 
and Services for 
Blind; 
State 


Health Department as to state hos- 
pital license: Secretary of State 
as to occupational tax report; and

Mr. Bell did not 
know where he was. If he could get all of that 
out of a train ride betw een O m aha and K ansas 
City only the Lord knows w hat he would have 
written had he cov ered a covered wagon m ig ra­ 
tion ov er the old Ov erland Trail. The farm peo­ 
ple are not happy . With full apologies to Mr. 
Bell the farm people have not been too happy 
with Mr. Benson for a y ear, and now with Mr.

is offering the farm ers $1,611.000,000 m ore than 
he had intended to offer them before the veto. 


He has even told corn growers in the c o m m e r­ 
cial corn states that they can produce all the 
corn they want to this y ear, disregarding a iie - 
age restrictions, and still receive price support 
loans at 8 2 per cent of parity . 
In the old day s, 
they had to restrict their production in order to 


q ualify for price supports. 


“ Of course Secretary Benson is not as open- 
handed as Congress. 
Nobody could ex pect that. 


Congress, with its 9 0 per cent supports across 
the board, offered farm ers $2.2 billion m ore in 
prospective crop values for 1956 than they would 
have received under the old, or flinty , Benson 


program . 
All the sam e, E zra, we think, is doing pretty 


well. 
P retty well for E zra, any how .” 


No Progress 


At the opening of the week N ebraska s high­ 
way death toll the first four months of 1956 
ex actly eq ualled the figure for the coirespond­ 
ing period a y ear ago. 
It stood at 9 2. 
That is just 92 too many , 
But that is another 
story . 
The more urgent* fact that faces the 
state is that another y ear is under way and all 
of its resolutions to the contrary it has not been 
able to reduce its highway accidents by one 


person. 
Despite the best efforts of the crusade of 


safety the death rate rolls on. 
It is not to say that the efforts for safety 
have been unavailing. 
There is no 
wav 
of 
computing the lives that have been spared by 
prudence on the highway s. Such figures are 
elusive. 
But it m ust be faced that the safety 
p rogram s as they ex ist much search out and 
treat 
with 
new 
areas 
from 
which 
accidents 
spring. 
They m ust reach a greater num ber of 
car drivers and im press them more of tiieir 


personal stake. 
M eantim e, it would be w'ell for all to reflect 
on the 92 fatalities that have visited N ebraskans 
thus far and upon a job of safety which cannot 
y et be described as well done. 
That task will 
never be satisfactorily in hand until the all that 
happens on the highway s can be classed as un- 
preventable. 
W hatever that figure m ay be it 
is certain that it is far below present levels. 


Silver Lining 


There is much to criticize in N e b ras k a ’s late 
and chilly spring. 
But the week-end had its

on and Governor Knight. 


Sept. 5. 19 55, Chotiner was made 
associate director of the “ Lon Hall 
Cam paign S.’hcoi” by the Re - >h- 
can National Committee.

GOP state chairm en before they 
went to Denver to ask Ike to run 
again. 
Chotiner 
began

He became 
one of the most trusted advisers 
of the GOP national comm ittee. 
Bob Humphrey s, director of cam ­ 
paign activities tor the committee, 
described Chotiner’s 
work 
as 
a 
“ sm ash hit.” He was considered 
an ex pert on wavs to have "good 
associated with R epublicans” and 
"b ad associated with Dem ocrats. 


Chotiner’s closeness to Nix on was 
clearly dem onstrated at that time 
by the fact that the wrote several 
hundred letters to newspapers and 
radio stations dem anding correc­ 
tions regarding news pertaining to 
Nix on. In these letters he stated 
that he was w’riting “ on behalf of

The name of Mrs. Fern Hub­ 
bard Orme Monday was directed 
to be placed on the May 15 pri­ 
mary election ballot as a candi­ 
date for the legislature from the 
20th District which includes Lin­ 
coln. 
The order came from Supreme 
Court Justice Adolph Wenke and 
was issued 
to the Secretary of 
State. The filing had been chal­ 
lenged by another candidate f o r 
the same post, Lincoln Attorney 
Russell Strom Jr. 
In his challenge, Strom contend­ 
ed that Mrs. Orme’s filing was 
no‘, acceptable because no succes­ 
sor for her Lincoln City Council 
post had been named or qualified 
at the time of her legislative filing. 
He also said statutes provide 
that when an office holder is seek­ 
ing another office filing should be 
at least 50 days before the pri­ 
mary. Filing deadline for other 
candidates is 10 days later, or 40 
days before the primary. 
On April 5, the last day of filing, 
Mrs. Orme filed in the morning, 
then withdrew to resign her Coun­ 
cil job, then re-filecJ. 
Justice Wenke upheld Secretary 
of State Frank Marsh who two 
weeks ago overruled Strom's ob­ 
jections after a public hearing. 
The Supreme Court decision was 
an oral one, but a written decision 
is to be issued later this week for 
the attorneys in the case, it was 
announced.

marskjöld arrived in Jerusalem 


Monday hoping to nail down a Mid­ 
dle East peace agreement in a 
final round of talks with Israeli 
leaders. 
His task w as complicated by 


new incidents along the Israeli- 
Egvptian frontier which I s r a e l i 
sources said were “ new' Egyptian 
aggression.” 
Hammarskjöld flew here direct­ 


ly from Cairo where well-informed 
sources said Egypt had given him 
a virtually free hand to imple­ 
ment any measures he liked for 
easing tension.

Hammarskjöld had scored another 
success in that Jordan had given 
a cease-fire pledge which would 
be announced soon.

Fresh Trouble 


In his talks with the Israelis 
Hammarskjöld faced fresh com 
plications in complaints that three 
Israelis were killed in weekend i 
border incidents—two by a mine 
near the Egyptian border, and one 
by Gaza strip marauders attempt-j 


ing to harvest wheat in Israeli 
fields. 
These were the first serious in­ 
cidents since the April '18 pledge 
by Israel and Egypt to enforce a 
cease-fire along their borders ex­ 
cept in self-defense. 
This agreement was obt ained in 
Hammarskjöld s 
first 
round 
of 
visits to Egypt and Israel. On his 
second round he was now seeking 
practical arrangements t o make 
the agreement stick, 
He was reported asking an en­ 
largement of U. N. t ruce observa­ 
tion personnel, f reedom 
f or 
t he 
observers to move about, f ixed U. 


N. observation posts at strategic 
spots, and withdrawal of forces 
from each side of the demarca­ 
tion lines.
